The incident appears to be illegal dumping. There is a large spot at the start point that appears to be 
caused by opening a drain valve while the vehicle is parked and then a single line as the truck 
proceeded east until the tank was empty.

Concentrated brine in gravel where the dumping occurred.

The brine remained on the roadway and did not drain into the ditch or any bodies of water.

The road department will use a road grader to mix the spill into the gravel.
